WASHINGTON, March 24.—The policy of isolation from thd 
rest of the world, which the Senate adopted two years ago by re- 
jecting the League of Nations, was overthrown by the same Senate 
this afternoon when it voted by 67 to 27, to take the United States 
into the four-Power treaty designed to keep the peace in the region 
of the Pacific Ocean. 

The final vote showe four more than the two-thirds necessary 
for ratification. Twelve Democrats voted for ratification and four 
against it. 

Under the four-Power treaty, the United States engages, with the three 
other Powers having large interests in the Pacifie-—Great Britain, France 


of the contracting parties or vetween any one of them and an outside Pow- 
er. Ratification of the treaty by all the Powers concerned carries with it 
the abrogation of the Anglo-Japanese alliance, 

I'nlike that alliance, the four-Power engagement, according to the of- 
ficial interpretation by its negotiators, implies no use of force to give effect 
to any decision of the conference.
